indebted to Ro E for the developement of powers truly aſtoniſhing; while ſplen- 
did encouragement called forth their moſt exalted energies, the poſſibility of their 
progreſſive improvement was not overlooked. In the year 1478, under the 
auſpices of Pope Sixrus the fourth, a ſociety of Painters formed a School for 
the advancement of ſtudy. GREGORY the thirteenth, raiſed the inſtitution to the 
dignity of an Acapeny for Painting, Sculpture and Architecture; Sixrus 
Quixrus augmented the advantages, preſenting the body with apartments and 
the Church of Saint Martin in the Campo Vaccino; where, on the removal 
of the inſtitution, November 14th, 1693, F. Zuccar1 was appointed Prince, 
or Preſident, of the Academy: the Nephew of Pope URBAN the eighth rebuilt 
the Church, the annexed Gallery and the Hall in a more ſuperb ſtile, em- 
ploying PIETRO DA CORTONA as Architect; and ſuch was the zeal of this 
Painter for the improvement of Art, that he bequeathed the whole of his ample 
fortune to forward the object of the inſtitution,

The compoſitions 
of RAPHAEL while they ſatisfy the underſtanding, captivate the heart, and in grace- 
fulneſs of manner he contends the palm with Apelles. A writer of diſcernment 
accounts for the characteriſtic grace of this immortal Artiſt, in a manner, to the

The Muſeum: "al eee has been juſtly conſidered as the nobleſt 
repoſitory of the remains of antient Sculpture that exiſts. It was commenced 
under the Pontificate of Clement the fourteenth : the preſent Pope, then Monyig gnor 
Braſebi, treaſurer and counſellor to GANGANELL1, zealouſly concurred in the 
ſplendid and uſeful project of the Camera's purchaſing the monuments of Art from 
thoſe proprietors whom neceſlity, or caprice induced to ſell, and who, by a ju- 
dicious law, were prohibited from removing the treaſures of Antiquity from the 
metropolis. A gallery was firſt formed near the cortile where the APOLLO of 


| Belvidere and the Laocoon had long excited admiration, a circular portico was 


added, the contiguous gallery continued, and the collection of ſtatues conſiderably 
augmented.

7 The AnToONnINE COLUMN was erected by the Senate and People, and dedi- 
cated to the memory of Marcus AuRELius. Bafſo-relievos repreſenting the 
victories of the Emperor over the Sarmatians and Germans, and the paſſage of the 
Danube by the Roman Legions, decorate the ſhaft, aſcending in a ſpiral line from 
the baſe to the capital of the Column: among the diverſified groups, for the 
novelty and greatneſs of the idea, a Jupiter p/uvius merits particular attention. 
But the Trajan Column deſervedly ranks pre-eminent in Art, and has furniſhed 
RAPHAEL, Julio Romano, PoLiboRe, and through them, moſt of the ſue- 
ceeding Painters, with materials to enrich their battle pieces, agreeable to the 
co/tume of the Antients. The Emperor ConsTaxCe aſtoniſhed at the extraordinary 
grandeur of the Forum of TRA IAN, exclaimed, ** it muſt have been eretted by 
the hands of Giants, and not of Men: Aror Topos was the architect of the 
Forum, and it is preſumable, he made the deſign for the Column; the moſt emi- 
nent Sculptors were employed to immortalize, on this monument, the actions of 
[TRAJAN in his wars with the Dacians. 


8 The Romans ſpared no expence in uniting utility with magnificence in the 
mode of conveying water to the City. Drioxnys1us HaLicarnaAsSEus mentions 


the Aquedutts with admiration, * Nihil ſane, magnificentiſſima videntur, ex quibus 


maxi me amplitudo Romani Imperii, Aque-duftus.” At this day they form a moſt 
ſtriking and characteriſtic feature in the Campagnia of Rome. No leſs remarkable 
are the remains of the antient baths. Warm baths, firſt introduced for cleanli- 
neſs and health, at length became objects of more extenſive gratification. Build- 
ings were conſtructed with amplitude to afford ſpace for gymnaſtic exerciſes ; 
to ſplendid apartments, were added Libraries ; and Porticos and Groves in-

Firſt a Priſon, then a Temple occupied the fite on which the Theatre was 
erected, and now on the ruins ſtands the palace of a Cardinal. To a frame of 
temper like HAMLET's, theſe viciſſitudes afford matter of curious conſideration ; 
the ſtudy of Antiquity preſents numberleſs inſtances, pregnant with materials for 
moralizing on the inſtability of things. An extraordinary medallion of the Em- 
peror ADRIAN, of a fingular conſtruQion, tinkled for many years ſuſpended from 
the neck of a mule in the environs of Rome; it now occupies a diſtinguiſhed 
ſituation in the Muſeum at Vienna: two others of a ſimilar form are mentioned by 
Buonaroti, and WINKILMANN is of 1 that the cavity in tüte medallions 
antiently contained perfumes,
